In 18467 & small eanal was built from
Wellsville via the Little Beaver river due
west to the Bandy and down that stream toa
connection with the Portsmouth and Cleve-
laud canal.

The Sandy and Beaver inter-
mediate summit being deficient in & water
will probably rule out this route to
the lskes for all time.

There remsins a possible rival to the
Beaver-Conneaut route which should receive
vour readers thoughtful attention. We
reler now to the route from the Beaver river
below New Castle via the Mahoning river
and Warren Summit to Fairport harbor on
Luke Erie, The report of the Pennsylvania
Ship Canal Commission discusses its merita,
and although the summit vear Warren is
about 80 teet lower than that on the adopted
route the canal would be trom 12 to 15 miles
longer than the latter. The chief

objection wurged against it s the

| difficulty of supplying ite summit level

in volume sufficient for a ship canal by
means of feeders or conduits extending 1rom
within the limits of this Btate, s distance
of 35 to 40 miles from Conneaut lake, one of
the chief reservolrs proposed for the Beaver-
Connenut route, and from which it is dis-
tant about 12 miles. To do this on the
Warren route would effectually drain the
hesd-waters of the Shenango, which wonld
forbid, therefore, any branch canal from the
mouth of the Mahooing up the Shenango to
New Castle, Sharon, Sharpsville, ete., in
which placesthere are now 21 blast furnaces,
pumerons rolling mills, ete. Whereas the
Beaver-Shenango-Conneaut route leaves the
waters intact Jor the supply of a branch
capal to Youngstown, and which branch
would undoubtecly be built,
The Best Harbor Selected

Commercial reasons only of the gravest
importance should weigh against the loca-
tion of the proposed ship canal on the best
route, But when these are so manilest ax
they are in this instance, and particularly
when the lower summit involves a compli-
cuted svstem of water supply—one almost
oertain to meet with legal diffieulties, there
being many precedents for action for such
diversion of waters—and, moreover, as its in-
cressed length fairly balances the time
saved by & reduction of lockage, the Canal
Commission felt compelled to pronounece
sgainst the Warren rounte, The natural
capabilities of Connesut harbor are also
considered to be superior to those offered at
Fairport.

Thus in & cursory maoner we have
glanced over all the territory where econ-
necting canals have been proposed—or are
at all practicable—and have shown that of
them all two only, vis: the Chiesgo and the
Beaver-Conneaut route, combine commer-
cial merits and feasibility io such & degree
as to warrant construction apon ship canal
proportions

As designed the canal from Pittsburg to
Luke Erie will have a bottom width ot 100
fest and st the surface 152 feet, and 15 feet
depth of water, It will be provided with
locks haviug an available length of 300 feet
by 45 feet in width, being of the same length
but rather larger than the grand locks of the
truly magnificent Welland Canal in On-
tariv, connecting Lakes Erie and Ountarie
by n series of 25 locks. A study of the ap-
pended table of distances sod cantl eleva-
tions, derived from the report of the com-
missioners, will disclose

level is one of the most charscteristic features
of the project, for of itself such & level is &
very effective reservoir in maintaining the
equilibrium of depth abont the summit, It
is remarkable also because it becomes also a
part of the route on air line distance. In
fuet, the entire ronte varies but little from
an air line from Pittshurg—for even the Ohio
starts off from Pittsburg as though destined
tor Lake Erie—in a nerthwest course. Pitts-
burg by this canal will be nearer in sailiog
distauce to Duluth, Marquette and Chicago
than is Buflslo. It will be observed on the
map that via the Welland ship canal (15
feet deep) Pitlsburg coal vessels can
reach Toronlo and other ports on Lake Ouo-
tario almost as readily as they can the
Northwestern cities,

Table of Elevations and Canal Distances.
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A feature of great practical importance in
connection with this grand project is the
fact that of the total 130.4 males, four
miles upon the Ohio and 52.2 miles upon
the Beaver and Shepango has already been
practically excavated by natureand that only
74.2 miles of full canal construction is re-
qnired. At only one point is it proposed to
excavate as much as 20 feet above water
surface, and by far the greater riion of
the excavation can be aecomplished by

GREETED WITH CHEERS.

Dr. Holland Formally Installed as Chan-
cellor of Western University —Mayor
Goarley Administers the Oath—Rev. J.
Crockar White PFredicts a Brilllant
Future.

Dr. Holland was formally installed, yes-
terday morning, as the successor of Chan-
cellor Goifl, of the Western Uaiversity.
The ceremony was performed at 10:30, in
the presence of the entire body of students
and many invited guests. Three rousing
cheers greeted the new Chancellor from the
college boys as he entered the chapel. The
singing of the hymn, *“Lord, We Come Be-
fore Thee Now,” opened the exercises. A
prayer was then offered by the Rt. Rev.
Courtlandt Whitehesd, Bishop of the Pitts-
burg Diocese. Following was an address
by Rev. J. Crockar White, of St. Andrew’s
P. E. Church, Niath street, in the course of
which he said:

““We count this a most imvortant day in
the history of the Western University, be-
caugs we now put in charge one who will not
be faithless to his trust, one who has been
inguired mbout and selected for his attain-
meants, one who bas had Jong experlence in
wide and different fields of life, With the
experience of his past years he combines the
courage of years to come, ® ® & ® A4
to all my words my brethren of the Board of
Trustees say amen,"” -

The address was applauded to the echo,
but a dead silence followed when Mayor H.
L Gourley, of Pittsburg, who is also an ex-
officio member of the board, rose and ad-
ministered the ocath of office. Chancellor
Hollsnd then made a few informal remarks
to the boys. He told them that the honor of
the university was in the hands of the
alumpi and the under. untes. He also
said he felt the honor of the positlon more
because it came from his own townspenple.
His formal address is reserved for the Juue
commencement,

Profs. Carboot and Matthew Riddle each
made short addresses as representatives of
the faculty. The latter gentleman alluded
with pride to the factthat his father had
made the opening address at the old Uni-
versity building on Duaguesne way in 1846,

Other nddresses were given by Bishop
Whitehead, Mayor Gourley and Mayor
Wyman, after which the cersmony was
closed by singing the doxology.

A TERRIBLE BUTCHERY.

The Marderons Work of an Itallan on the
Family of His Wife.

Chineells had saved up some
money, and there in no deubt that Gubolth
knew nbout this and wapted it.

Gaboltn’s wife sleeping with her mother
made no sign or mation, remnining pertectly
quiet. The blood from her mother's
wonnds ran over her, but still she did net
stir. It seems, therefore, that she was well
aware of what her husband was doing, and
it looks as if she were a party to the plot to
murder her own mother. -
